All 
members, regardless of length of membership are eligible to take the study 
course, and we urge new members to avail themselves of this opportunity, 
if it is offered in their local society. We feel that any assistant will benefit 
greatly by taking the course. However, it must be made clear upon enroll- 
ment in the classes that members who do not meet the necessary require- 
ments of ONE YEAR or more active membership in the A. D. A. A. and 
TWO years employment in an ethical dental office WILL NOT be eligible 
for Certification Examination. Be sure this is clearly understood by every 
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one to avoid misunderstanding. Such members will be eligible to take a 
subsequent examination. 

Your President has just returned from the Ontario Dental Nurses and 
Assistants Association's 18th Annual Meeting and I wish to thank the 
membership of our Association for the privilege of being your representa- 
tive at this fine meeting.

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ORGANIZING YOUR DAY

How do busy people find time to 
do all that they do in a day? Isn't 
it easier to arrange an appointment 
with a business executive than with 
a stay-at-home who has nothing defi- 
nite to do? Both have the same hours 
in the day, yet one accomplishes 
what he sets out to do, while the 
other never seems to have time for 
anything. With all the activities of 
modern living, it becomes a matter 
of organizing . . organizing the 
things we have to do, and then fitting 
them all into the allotted time we are 
given to do them. 

This theory can well be applied to 
our office management, where a 
myriad of small duties make up our 
day's occupation. Unless some sort 
of method for accomplishment is es- 
tablished, we soon find our neces- 
sary work piling up into a seemingly 
insurmountable obstable. It calls for 
a little foresight and planning, but it 
is well worth the time and effort to 
make a schedule of what must be 
done daily, weekly, and monthly to 
keep the work up-to-date, and then 
plan to accomplish a certain amount 
each day. It may seem difficult and 
unnecessary at first, but as you fol- 
low through with a system, it soon 
becomes second nature. 

Under the daily duties, we must 
consider chair assistance, sterilizing, 
bookkeeping, telephone contacts, 
and patient management, as well as 
laboratory work and office mainte- 
nance. One of the first difficulties 
we encounter is that none of these 
duties is stable as far as time con- 
sumption goes. Today it may be 
necessary to spend four hours in the 
laboratory, while tomorrow there 
may be nothing to do in that line. 
Perhaps this variance is one of the 


reasons our work stays so interest- 
ing. It is sort of a challenge each 
day as to who becomes the winner. 

To start the morning, it is usually 
best to spend a few minutes taking 
stock of the day’s routine. Check 
over the appointments, and take note 
of the operation to be performed for 
each patient. Make out a day sheet 
in duplicate . . . one for posting at 
the chair for the Doctor's use, and 
one for your use in the lab so that 
you can keep check on the time, ma- 
terials to have ready for use at the 
chair, the next patient, etc. You will 
find that this carbon copy will save 
you many extra trips to the desk dur- 
ing the day. 

Straightening up the office is the 
next logical step, because one of the 
first impressions the patient gets is 
the way: the office looks to her. She 
may not know a gold inlay from an 
amalgam, but she will recognize a 
good housekeeper immediately. See 
that your office is attractively ar- 
ranged, well lighted, freshly dusted, 
and completely aired and ventilated, 
not only in the morning, but through- 
out the day as well. Most offices 
have rather small rooms, so the need 
for checking the ventilation frequent- 
ly becomes more imperative than 
ever. Try to have a minimum num- 
ber of objects out, both in the outer 
offices and in the operating room. It 
will be less trouble to keep clean, as 
well as giving the office a much 
neater appearance. Have only a 
few magazines in the reception room 
... there is no reason why your of- 
fice should look like the reference 
room of the public library! Be sure 
there are ash trays in easy reach of 
each chair, too. It may be neces- 
sary to empty a few more, but many 
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carpet sweepings will be saved. It 
is usually wise to do any heavy 
cleaning on a day especially devot- 
ed to that, when the Doctor is out of 
the office, and there will be no other 
demands upon your time. One day 
every month or six weeks should 
keep everything in tip-top condition, 
so that the daily work need only in- 
clude surface dusting and putting 
things in order. 

After the first patient of the day 
has been greeted, and is seated 
ready for the Doctor, you can check 
up on the sterilizing table. Are there 
enough clean towels, sterilizer clean 
and full of fresh water, hand-pieces 
oiled and ready for use? It saves 
annoyance to have everything at 
finger tip reach when it is wanted. 
In this respect it may be wise to 
check over the cabinet drawers. Are 
there many instruments in the top 
drawers which are seldom used? Go 
through them with the Doctor—(pain- 
ful experience will teach you never 
to throw out anything on your own 
initiative)—and see if many of the 
things can't be discarded or put in 
the bottom sections, or in the labora- 
tory. Organize the instruments most 
commonly used for each type of 
work in one drawer. For example, 
all the propyhlaxis scalers, cleaning 
paste, brushes, rubber cups, dental 
tape, and so forth. It will save sev- 
eral motions of drawer opening for 
yourself when you replace them 
after sterilization, as well as for the 
Doctor when he uses them. Have 
several sets of the same instruments 
so that sterilizing can be done after 
every third or fourth patient, rather 
than after each one. 

Now, check over the X-rays to be 
developed and mounted, the inlays 
to be invested and cast, and the 
other laboratory work on hand. I 
have found that it is easier to try 
to do all this in the morning when 
there are longer appointments for 
each patient and fewer interruptions, 
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although the telephone is unpredict- 
able and always rings just at the 
moment you are ready to pour a per- 
fect investment mix into the inlay 
ring! Laboratory work has to be 
closely checked with the patient's 
appointment so it will always be 
ready. At the time the impressions 
are taken at the chair, and while the 
patient is still there, go over the case 
with your Doctor and make a note of 
the type of restoration which is to be 
made, the tooth shade and character 
staining, special designing, and any 
other details which might be neces- 
sary. It is so easy to forget some 
little item which may mean the suc- 
cess or failure of the case, and taking 
a few minutes now to write them 
down may avoid a misunderstand- 
ing or disappointment later. If the 
case is to be sent to a commercial 
laboratory, supply all this informa- 
tion to your lab man. It is the only 
way he has of knowing what you 
want. He does not know the patient, 
and unless instructed, will have tc 
use his own judgment or guesswork. 
Keep a list of all cases which are seni 
out so, if necessary, you can check 
their progress or date of delivery. 

Have all the inlay patterns la- 
belled in the same manner... pa- 
tient's name, type of gold to be used, 
and date they musi be ready. Thus, 
you can see at a glance the work 
that must be completed today and 
that which can be carried over until 
tomorrow. 

The laboratory drawers and equip- 
ment can all be as conveniently or- 
ganized as your operating room. 
Keep the things most frequently used 
within easy reach, and banish the 
other items to less accessible places. 
Replace all the lab tools in their cor- 
rect drawers as soon as you are 
through using them. Fewer will ke 
thrown out in the wastebasket for one 
thing, and you can always grab 
them in a hurry when they are need- 
ed. Remember that time the stone 
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model was ready for trimming 
and you had to hunt high and low 
for the plaster knife? One such ex- 
perience will prove the value of that 
old adage: “A place for everything, 
and everything in its place.” It is 
sometimes a wise idea to mark the 
outside of a drawer or box with its 
contents, so everything can be eas- 
ily found. This is especially desir- 
able if more than one person uses 
the lab. It is also a good idea to 
keep a stock list of dental supplies 
on the cabinet door so you can re- 
order the items that are running low. 
Believe me, it saves many an em- 
barrassing moment when the Doc- 
tor calls for a refill. 

The bookkeeping and patient con- 
tact is the most important part of our 
job so, naturally, a good part of the 
day will be devoted to that. Here, 
too, a routine can be worked out so 
that time can be found for all the 
extra checkups and calls which 
mean so much to the success of a 
practice. Sort the mail for letters 
which require replies, and then see 
to it that those replies go out that 
day. It will be harder tomorrow to 
find time to answer two letters than 
it is today to answer just the one. 
Keep your bookkeeping up-to-date, 
too. If your Doctor has filled out the 
patient's record card immediately 
after the appointment, he will not be 
so apt to forget to.charge for each 
operation performed, and if you have 
taken out of file all the record cards 
for the day, including the one for 
that extra patient who just ran in 
for a few X-rays and whose name 
does not even appear in the ap- 
pointment book, there will be no 
charges for services overlooked, 
and consequently, no financial slip- 
ups in that direction. 

Check over the collection file ev- 
ery few days, and if those accounts 
marked 90 days or over aren't show- 
ing any credits, find out the reason. 
A phone call or a letter today may 


mean one less delinquent account a 
week from now. We have found it 
most helpful to list and divide all the 
statements sent each month into 30, 
60 and 90 day sections. Forget about 
the 30-day accounts—they most al- 
ways are paid promptly, anyhow. 
Keep an eye on the 60-day ones, but 
really go to work on the 90-day 
group. After the patient has received 
three statements without a remit- 
tance, there is usually some very 
definite reason why it has not been 
paid. Check up on this—if it is an 
adjustment on a restoration, give 
him an immediate appointment, and 
9 chances out of 10 he will pay the 
bill on his way out of the office, or 
at least make some reference to its 
payment. Often small _ disagree- 
ments as to charges are the reason 
for nonpayment. These can be eas- 
ily cleared up while the matter is 
still fresh in both the Doctor's and 
patient's mind, but nothing can be 
gained by letting the matter drift for 
any longer time. 

Keep track of your appointment 
book. It is much better to have a 
definite time in mind for the patient's 
next appointment than to thumb 
through a half-dozen pages which 
will only confuse her as to what day 
and time she did finally agree upon. 
If it is at all possible, establish a 
series of appointments on the same 
day of the week and at the same 
time, for a patient who has a great 
amount of work to be done. It will 
aid the Doctor in planning his work- 
ing schedule, help the patient to re- 
member, and save time for you 
when she leaves, because her next 
appointment has already been ar- 
ranged. If an appointment is made 
sometimes in advance, it is to your 
benefit to remind that patient by tele- 
phone or mail. Regular stamped 
government post cards can be used, 
with the office letterhead printed on 
the reverse side, under which the 
day and time of appointment can be 
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written. This is easy insurance 
against forgotten appointments and 
fifteen minutes of your time may 
save the Doctor an hour of idleness. 
If the patient does cancel his ap- 
pointment, be sure to arrange an- 
other for him at the time of the 
phone call. Also, keep a list of peo- 
ple who are willing to come in on 
proken appointments. Often persons 
working nearby. find it convenient to 
be on this list, and can come in on 
very short notice. 

In our office, we have found it de- 
sirable to keep a one-half hour ap- 
pointment open each day for emer- 
gencies. If no one has called in dire 
distress by 10 o'clock in the morning, 
I contact someone from the cancel- 
lation list who may be able to fill 
it, or if there is laboratory work or 
some other matter demanding the 
Doctor's time, this appointment is 
used for that purpose. Always fill 
in that particular time in your ap- 
pointment book with some fictitious 
name though, so the patient who 
eagerly peers over your shoulder 
when you are searching for an ap- 
pointment for her, will not ask why 
she can't have that appointment— 
it looks open to her! 

After a patient has had an extrac 
tion or particularly painful opera: 
tion, jot her name down on tomor- 
row's calendar pad and call her the 
next day to see how she is feeling. 
This is one of those little extras which 
is greatly appreciated and helps to 
bind that patient to your office. It is 
also one of the extras for which we 
must make room in our working day. 

Another greatly appreciated and 
practice-building habit is to call or 
write a personal letter of thanks to 
the patient who has referred a friend 
or neighbor to your office for serv- 
ices. If for any reason you were 
unable to take this new patient, it is 
more imperative than ever that this 
thank-you letter be written, explain- 
ing the reason and stating that the 
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prospective patient was referred to 
someone else. If a reference is 
made, for instance, to a specialist, be 
very certain that that certain Doctor 
is in his office and will be able to 
handle the patient's needs. This is 
a professional courtesy which will be 
appreciated ,and in the long run will 
pay big dividends. 

Under the heading of monthly du- 
ties will be the sending of state- 
ments and recall notices. The state- 
ments can be typed at the comple- 
tion of each case, or held over until 
the end of the month. I usually plan 
to set aside an hour a day during 
the last week of the month for typing 
the statements. It avoids that last- 
minute rush the afternoon of the 31st! 
The re-call cards can be sent daily 
or monthly, depending upon the sys- 
tem used in your office. During the 
middle of the month (between the ac- 
count paying and statement send- 
ing) seems to be a good time to get 
these out. 

It is well to have a positive ap- 
proach to patient management. By 
being confident in your manner, you 
unconsciously create a feeling of se- 
curity and response in the patient. 
The first medium of contact with your 
office is usually by telephone to ar- 
range the appointment. Try to as- 
certain the nature of the patient's 
needs to enable you to plan the ap- 
pointment time, as well as who re- 
ferred her to your Doctor. This gives 
you ai little background and puts 
things on a more friendly basis when 
she arrives at the office. Up until 
this time, the patient has not even 
met the Doctor, but she. already has 
confidence established by her con- 
tact with you—his representative. 
When the time comes to escort her 
into the operating room, introduce 
the Doctor to her, adding perhaps, 
that she is a friend of Mrs. So-and- 
So, one of his other patients. This 
will help to put her at ease and give

ADAA By-Laws Committee 
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DR. FLAGSTAD ON COMPULSORY HEALTH MEASURES 


Washington, D. C., May 25—Enactment of 
a national system of compulsory health in- 
surance as recommended by President Tru- 
man would result in a deterioration of health 
service to the people, a spokesman for the 
Ameircan Dental Association told Congress 
today. 

Dr. Carl O. Flagstad, of Minneapolis, Chair- 
man of the Association's Council on Legisla- 
tion, told members of the House and Senate 
Committees, that the overwhelming majority 
of the nation’s dentists are opposed to the 
administration's health insurance bills because 
they would fail to solve the nation’s health 
problems. 

Dr. Flagstad urged Congress to discard 
compulsory health insurance schemes in 
favor of the Association's program calling for 
expanded research in an effort to discover 
new means of preventing and_ controlling 
dental diseases which afflict approximately 
95 per cent of the population. He also urged 
support of programs designed to intensify 
dental health education for both children and 
adults and the establishment of community 
programs to make dental care available to 
all children. 

Dr. Flagstad said that the A. D. A. long 
has recognized that there are “certain weak- 
nesses in the distribution of our dental health 
services’ and reminded the Committee that 
the Association has repeatedly appeared be- 
fore Congress to solicit enactment of sound 
legislation which would help meet the na- 
tion's dental health problems. 


"The Association believes that dental care 
should be available to all, regardless of in- 
come or geographical location, and that pro- 
grams developed for dental care should be 
based on the prevention and control of dental 
diseases,” he said. 


Dr. Flagstad listed six points which the 
Association believes should form the basis 
for a sound dental health program for the 
American people: 


1. Expansion of dental research and the 
use of new preventive technics as soon as 
they are demonstrated to be valid. 


2. Establishment and expansion of com- 
munity dental programs to make dental care 
and dental health education available to 
every child. 


3. Establishment of additional dental f2- 
cilities in hospitals and health centers. 


4. Recruitment of capacity enrollments 
at all dental schools to increase the number 
of dentists. 


5. Adoption of measures to encourage 
more dentists to practice in smaller citiés and 
rural areas. 


6. Greater use of dental hygienists as 
auxiliary aids to the profession. 


Dr. Flagstad said that dentists are par- 
ticularly opposed to compulsory health in- 
surance because it would tend to shift em- 
phasis away from preventive procedures io 
a mass repair program and thus fail to bring 
about any improvement in the nation’s dental 
health. 


He said that some government officials 
have led many people to believe that a na- 
tional system of compulsory health insurance 
financed by payroll taxes would be "a pana- 
cea for the difficulties of the care and ex- 
penses associated with illness.” 


“It is a fallacy,'’ he said, ‘to assume the 
collection of money at the federal level and 
channeling it into health care will make avail- 
able adequate health service to everyone and 
guarantee a better level of health for our peo- 
ple than now exists. 


“If Congress shculd enact this bill, it will 
saddle the government with a gigantic task 
it cannot possibly discharge in the manner 
the people have been led to believe health 
services will be available under this proposed 
legislation.” 


From the standpoint of dentistry, Dr. Flag- 
stad said, the proposed federal program could 
not be carried out as an insurance program. 


“The scheme would not be self-supporting 
nor would it assure the provision of benefits 
to all persons covered under the plan. Thus, 
the system is not insurance but actually is 
only a method for collecting additional taxes.”

A common pin which has a small piece of cork on it, when inserted 
into a piece of inlay wax, will hold the wax in water and the head of the 
pin above water. 


* * * 


Place small amounts of the various inlay waxes you use on a piece 
of cardboard about 2 by 3 inches. You will find that this is convenient to 
have when you wish to add while making inlay patterns. 


* * * 


For a ready supply of cast gold pins and staples, sprue common pins, 
invest, remove the pins and cast with soft scrap gold. 


* * * 


Pieces of felt glued to the brass of medicine bottles, ligature containers, 
etc., prevent them from marring the cabinet and bracket table trays and 
eliminate noise. 


* * * 


Ligatures with a small piece of cotton tied about midway can often be 
used instead of a clamp to hold a rubber dam in place and thus add to the 
patient's comfort. Keep a few of these in readiness. 


* * * 


Melt laboratory waxes in a low metal container for your convenience. 
When not in use, invert it to keep the wax clean. 


* * * 


A size 18 darning needle cut down to about 2% inches in length and 
threaded with 00 grit sandpaper is excellent for sanding dentures. This is 
used in the straight handpiece. 


* * * 


In order to always have a mirror that will not collect vapor in the pa- 
tient's mouth, use two mirrors for each patient. Keep the mirror that is not 
in use in a glass of warm water. 


* * * 


For individual X-ray film stands, embed the curved end of a film holder 
in plaster. 

Clear nail polish is an effective agent for sealing tin foil wherever it is 
necessary to be patched or spliced. Labels may be kept clean and clear 
if they are painted with clear nail polish. 


* * * 


Keep patients’ service records as complete as possible. In the case of 
full or partial dentures, always record the kind of base material and teeth 
used and the mould and shade of the teeth. Also keep mould and shade 
of facings used in bridge work. This will be a great convenience to you in 
the future when replacements may be necessary. Keep a record of the 
particular kinds of alloys, synthetic porcelains, and cements used. You will 
then be able to determine in future years which materials are best in your 
hands and for the individual patient.

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MIXING CEMENTS & SILICATES 


By Olive J. Hart 


Dental cements are used for filling cavities and for cementing crowns, 
bridges, inlays and orthodontics bans on teeth. The materials required for 
mixing cements are as follows: A smooth hard glass slab, a stainless metal 
spatula, powder and liquid, a plastic instrument, ball burnishers, both round 
and egg, and cotton rolls. 


The procedure for mixing the cement. Cool the slab. Place the liquid 
and powder on slab dividing the powder into several portions. Draw a 
small amount of the powder into the liquid at a time. Spatulate slowly 
using a rotary motion. Spread the mix over a large area to prevent heating. 
Spatulate the entire mix until absolute smoothness is felt under the spatula. 
The proper consistency of cement is determined by collecting the mass on 
end of the spatula allowing it to drop to the slab. If it drops off in a thick, 
heavy, gummy mass the mix is right for cementing crowns, inlays and 
bridges in place. For fillings, the cement should be stiff—to reach this con- 
sistency add mall portions of the powder at a time until the mass forms a 
spherical form and does not drop off when collected on the spatula. 


Always remember in mixing cements you may always add powder to 
the mix to obtain the right consistency, but never, never add liquid to the 
mix. If the mix is ioo stiff or too hard, co not use it, clean your slab and 
start over again. 


Silicates are used for filling cavities in anterior teeth. The materials 
necessary for mixing silicates are as follows: A glass slab, an agate spatula, 
powder and liquid, occasionally a small round ball burnisher, celluloid 
matrix, cotton rolls, cocoa butter or vaseline, sandpaper discs and a shadé 
guide. 


The procedure for mixing the silicate: Cool slab to proper temperature. 
Place liquid and powder on slab dividing the powder into halves. Then 
divide the second half into three parts. Draw first half of powder into the 
liquid with a rotary motion until powder is uniformly saturated with liquid. 
Mix quickly and confine mix to a small area. Draw one-third of remaining 
powder into the mix. It should now have a vasaline-like consistency. Draw 
another one-third of powder into mix and after spatulating as above, the 
mix should be a puity-like condition. Now test the mix by raising the 
spatula. If the mix 1s too thin, it will follow the spatula, if the mix does not 
follow the spatula you know that the mix has reached the proper con- 
sistency. If the mix should be too thin, add another small portion of the 
remaining powder, when the mix reaches the proper consistency it should 
rough up and have a dull appearance. After the cavity has been filled, it 
should be coated with cocoa-butter, be allowed to set for from three to five 
minutes. Trim filling and coat with a varnish. The patient is asked to re- 
turn in a day or so to have filling properly finished off. Remember, in mix- 
ing silicates, mix them quick and thick.
